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I8 the Constitudion a Perfect Instcument ?
Ir is assumed in some gquarters to be n very
grave orror (o attempt to amend the Constitu-
tion of the Uanitad Sintea. We are nzsured quite
confidently of the entire perfection of that vene:
rable instrument. We are told, with a gre t
deal of impressive head-shaking, that s the
helght of presumption for the statéesmen of the
present day to suppose Lthomeelves wise enough
to “'amend” the work of their ancestors, nnd
thet the attampt to do so involves a most shock-
Ing disrespect to thelr august memory.

All this would be very sound if it were not #0
excensively absurd. If our lorefathers supposed
they bad made g0 perfeol an instrument as wo
are told the Constitution 1s—onc so exactly
adapted to every possible emergency which
might or may ever arise in the nation's history
~the question wery naturslly ariges, why did
they so carecfully provide the ways and means
for its amendment® Why did they not make it
like the laws of the Medes and the Persiauns,
which change not? And If the instrument as it
came from their hands was so entirely unim-
provable, how did it happen that so many very
important amendments to it were #0 s00n lound
peoegsary to be made ?

The truth is, the men who made onr Constitu
tion were wise in thelr day and secording to the
lights thoy had, but wisdom had becu in the
world before their time, and it did not die with
them. The Government they foun led was
purely experimental. They had few precedents
to guide them, und almost no I'ghls from expe-
rlence. They could only balance probabilities
for the future. Not being omniscient, they could
not foresee all the exigencies thut might urige
the life of the nation, and they could not tell
how their complex gcheme of government might

be tound to work as to all its parts in
practice. They wore filled with  conti-
dence in the great prineiples of o re.
publican torm of government, and had epun-
ciated those principles with remarkalle vigor

and clearness in the Declaration of Indepeni-
ence, but they were not able to give them fall
eflect and application n the form of govern-
ment they adopted. They were in the midst ol
conflicting elements and interessts, and had to do
not ideally or really the best thing, but the best
thing practical to be done at thai time. They
saw aud were periectly conscious of the weak-
ness and imperfection of much ol thelr work.
They never Lhought of arrogating perfectim for
it. They saw that the Constitution would aeed
amendments, and they leit the door wide open
for them, They trusted something to the wis-
dorn and patriotism of those who should come
afler them.

But we arc told that for a lope time thi= natlon
has lived under the present Constitution with-
cut amendment, and has grown and prospered
exceedingly: and therefoze no amendments can
now be necessary. We can remember when a
similar argument was nsed in lavor ol the per.
peluation of slavery. We were told that slavery
had existed from the foundation ol the Govern-
ment, and that we had grown to greutness and
power in its presence. 8o, loo, il used to be a
stock argumeni with the Democrata that they,
a8 a party, bad been in power much of the time
durlog the navion's history, and the nation had
been prosperous and happy; érgo, the reign of
{he Democratic party was a good thing.

It might well be replied to this style of Argu-
mwent, that facts may be coincident without stand-
ing in the relation of cause und elfect. Weall
remember the etory of the ‘‘old ancient man'
who thought that the sands which gradunlly ob-
siructed the entrance to Goodwin Harbor were
caused by Tenterden steeple, because previous
to the erection of that steeple the harbor was
unobstructed; but the old man's logic has not
gonerally been deemed of the most convincing
and luminous order. The natlon may have
grown and prospered, not by virtue of, but in
8.0t of peendo demooracy andslavery. Bo, too
with regard to the weak points of the Constitu-
tion—we have lived in spite of them, not because
of them,

This argument, too, might very justly be re.
torted upon its authors, *‘Behold,” we might
sny, “‘our pation is not yet a hundred years old
—n mere hond's breadth inthe lite of a people—
and see to what the errors in it: Constitution
have brought us! A horrid civil war, eansing
the sacritice of a willion lives and of thousands
of millions of monay."

There are many points which the Constitution
leavey vague, that time and experiense have
shown ought 1o be settléd. Ttis auflielent (o
Instanoe the guestion of secession, We may

now consider that question as settled by the
arbitrament of war, it is true; but who shall say
that if it had been as clearly settled in the Con.
stitution iwself, we might not have been saved so
costly & method of determining it?

The rights of citizens, as citizens of the
United States, under the Constitution, sre leit
very yague, Aceording lo one construotion, a
man may be a4 cnizen of the United Btates,
bound to render L service and allegisnes, and
yet the general Government way not protect
him in the enjoyment ol bis most sacred rights,
Tle may bave ex-roised the mght of suffrage for
years, voting for President and Viee-President,
and members of the House of Representatives,
and yel by simply moviug to another part of the
ocantry msy tnd himsell perpetostly disfran-
clused, merely on account of some physical
chnracte; istio.

Toe basis of representation, ns originally fixed
in the Constitailon, i« now found to work very
gross injustice, giving to each Southern voter
about (wo and one-halfl times a8 much power
a4 to a Northern voter, The vnjust diafran-

chwsement of oue portion of the cliizens Is made
to put saistocratic power In the bands of those
perpetrating the wrong., A premium is thus
offered for & violstion of one of the sssential
principles of our form of government,

The whole subject of yebellion and attempted
revilution, the stutus of States that have re-

volted and bmn auhduml the entire group of
difficulv yet most important questions which
are now agitating the politios of the country,
is left untouched by the Oonsfitution, excepl
s matters of inference from its more getetal
provisions,

There are numerovs other points which might
be suggested, and which muast have occurred
10 every reflecting mind, where the Constitution
Is wenk, und might be proiitably amended. We
have not space, however, to dwell upon them,
We have Inctanced enough to show that those
who desire itsa amendment are not to be put
down by the cry that the Conatitution I per-
feel, much less by the charge of showing dis
respect to the memory of its framers. The
fuet that those who atlempt to forestall action
by such considerations ws theae are a class ol
politicinns who uniformly interpret the Consti-
tution In the interosis ol injustics and in
eqnabity, Instead of liberty and fraternity, 18 an

addivtonal ren on why thelr intereated remon-
surances should have but slight welght with
lberal minds,

True, it 18 sugeestive of the
wealth which fills ita walls, but it
gestive ol “*Miss Kilmansegg and her
leg,” nod the penchant that lady had for an un-
seemly exhibition of her limb, We would also
recommend that the plan pursued in the old
Academy ol placing n siatuctte on every pro-
Jection be relormed, It is not & temple of Jug-
gernaut, with effigies ol the deity exposed on
every side; nor i: [t @ Roman residence, with
Lares and Peaates as househola gods; nor yet is
itto rival the capof Louis X1, witn its innu-
merable fmages ol saints, Neat but not gaudy
is & recommendation. Let it berich and massive,
resembling in architecture rather the Gothic
arch than the French ¢ 1pola.

We believe that a new era in the progress ol
music in America is about to be ovened. The
New York Academy will call to its walls sufll.
cient foreign iaportation of prime donnes,
while in our own olly we are rapidly taking
slrides towards a future when we will be inde-
pendent of the whims of the European queens
of song. The system of amateur operas, althoush
ridiculed and erloed when first orwginated by
Mr. PerELLi, has proved so great a success, that
we hope ere long to be relessed from the bond-
age we are in to vooulists acioss the water, The
plan has been conducied in an unobirusive
style, which has not attracted much attention
away from our own oity. Pnllaielphin was
never addicted to self-gloritication. If New
York had had such a troupe as hus been given
to us - papers would have rung with i
']1..--;-'-1 veon congratalation and solfadoe-
rationind the whole land would have rung
with the great success of an entirely new sys-
tem. As it is, Pergria has only sought to ralse
the art of music and give pleasure, careless o
the vain bombast which New York loves,

The same plan 1s to be pursned in the futare,
and we bhope that il will be the germ from which
will spring & race of American prime donnes
who will cultivate native art. We do not see
why such a scheme might not succeed, il a
proper school was afforded, us was designed when
our Academy was commenced. When it Is accom
plished we will have in our possession a mighty
lever to advance civilization, for nothing con-

tributes more to a native refinement thun fami-
larity with music and a genulne love ol the
tine arts.
